New Law Puts 
Limits On Wage 


| Garnishment 


New job and pay pro- 
tections affecting every 
employer and employee in 
the country became effec- 
tive July 1 under the pro- 
visions of Title III of the 
Consumer Credit Protec- 
tion Act, 

The newly effective law 
limits the amount of an 
employee’s wages which 
can be garnished and pro- 
hibits the discharge of an 
employee because of a sin- 
gle garnishment, The De- 
partment of labor's Wage 
and Hour Division which 
will enforce the law esti- 
mates that more than 
30,000 employees lose 
their jobs each year be- 
cause of an employment 
policy of firing employees 
whose wages are gar- 
nished, Many additiona) 
thousands lose their incen- 
tive to work when their pay 
checks are reduced below 
subsistence levels through 
garnishment proceedings, 

The limitation on the a- 
mount of an employee’s 
wages which can be garni- 
shed is geared to the sta- 
tutory minimum wage 
under the Fair Labor Stan- 
dards Act, At present 
the maximum amount of a 
given workweek’s dispos~ 
able earnings which may be 
subjected to garnishment 
would be (1) the excess of 
above $48,00 if the dis- 
posable earnings are S64 
or less and (2) 25 % of 
the disposable earnings if 
they exceed $64, None of 
the workweek’s wages may 
be garnisheed if the dispo- 
sable earnings are $48 or 
less, 

Area Director Dalton O, 
Blake has high hopes that 
the new garnishment res- 
trictions will discourage 
ill-advised extensions of 
credit, reduce the number 
of personal bankruptcies, 
and may even ease the 
pressure on welfare rolls, 

While the Wage andHour 
Division estimates that the 
jobs of between 30,000 and 
120,000 employees are lost 
each year because of their 
employers’ aversion to 
garnishment, others place 
higher, 

Blake said his Agency 
has mailed nearly 5 mil- 
lion notices of the new law 
to employers throughout 
the country, The penal- 
ties for violation of the 
prohibition against dis- 
charge are high; a year’s 
imprisonment, a _ $1,000 
fine, or both,

To defrost, disconnect 
the freezer and remove all 
packages. If you don’t 
have room to store the 
food in the regrigerator, 
wrap the packages in sey- 
eral thicknesses of paper 
and cover them witha blan- 
ket, This will keep the 
packages frozen while the 
freezer is defrosting. 

To remove light fluffy 
frost use a dull-edged rub- 
ber, plastic or wooden 
scraper, Don’t use any- 
thing sharp because it may 
damage the freezer lining. 
Place towels in the bottom 
of the freezer to catch 
the frost as it falls, 

Ice and heavy frost must 
be melted, To hasten de- 
frosting, slowly pour cold 
tap water on the liner sides 
of the freezer, Never use 
hot water -- refrigerant 
pressure would: be built 
up in the evaporator and 
cause difficulty in starting 
the compressor, 

After all ice and frost 
have been removed, wash 
the inside of the freezer 
with a solution of one table- 
spoon baking soda to one 
quart of water, rinse and 
wipe dry, Wash the rubber 
gasket around the door with 
warm soapy water and 
rinse, 

Let the freezer run about 
thirty minutes before put-
